Numeric notes 

1 We could not associate this person with any of David Fairchild's colleagues. 

2 Harold Box was a British entomologist whom David Fairchild met in the Lesser Antilles in 1932. During 
Fairchild's expedition to Venezuela Box was working as a sugar cane insect control specialist for the 
Venezuelan government. 

3 Mulford B. Foster, a horticulturist who resided in Orlando and specialized in bromeliads and other tropical 
plants. See letter from M. B. Foster to D. Fairchild, 23 March 1947. ALFTBG. 

4 The genus Thrinax does not occur in Colombia. For accession 665 David Fairchild used the common names 
palma amarga and palma a techo to refer to this species; therefore this could refer to SabaI mauritiiformis (H. 
Karst.) Griseb. & H. Wendl. or Copernicia tectorum. 

5 Probably a farmer from Cartagena. 

6 Francisco Tamayo (1902-1985) was a Venezuelan botanists and one of Pittier's disciples. 

7 David Fairchild tasted this drink, known as sorbete de corozo, at the restaurant of the hotel where he stayed 
in Barranquilla (see Figure 1). Seeds were collected in Barranquilla the same day that he had this beverage in 
the hotel. 

8 The plant records of the FTBG Horticulture Department indicate that this accession "resembles Cassia." 

9 Probably Harry William Prahl, neighbor of David Fairchild at The Kampong and orchid grower. 

10 Leon Croizat (1894-1982) was an Italian phytogeographer who worked actively in Venezuela. 

11 It is likely that this was a typographical error by Fairchild and that it refers to Harold Box. See note 2. 




Harold Loomis (1896-1976) was an American agronomist working for the USDA. He was director of the U.S. 
Plant Introduction Station at Chapman Field, Miami. 

13 Hugh Curran (1875-1960) was an American tropical forester who was the head of a plant station for the 
Forestry Department of the Philippines. During Fairchild's expedition to Venezuela he was helping to develop 
the formation of the Forestry Service of Venezuela. 

14 Asimina triloba (Annonaceae). Vernacular name: Common pawpaw, a native edible fruit from the eastern 
United States. 

15 William Beebe (1877-1962) was an American tropical zoologist, ecologist, and conservationist. He 
conducted extensive research at Rancho Grande during the 1940s. 

16 Plant record has crossed-out text that is very similar to that for accession number 617. 

17 Pages for records 632-635 were removed from collection book apparently by Fairchild, who, on page 631, 
wrote a note stating, "Note 632 to 635 incl. got wet D.F." 

18 We have not been able to identify the institutional or professional affiliation of this person. 

19 It is likely that this was a typographical error by Fairchild; it refers to James Kempton and his wife. The 
former was the agricultural adviser of the U.S. embassy in Venezuela during Fairchild's expedition. 

20 Tobias Lasser (1911-2006) a Venezuelan botanists and one of Pittier's disciples. He was the founder of the 
botanic garden of Caracas. 

21 William H. Phelps (1875-1965) and his son William H. Phelps, Jr. (1902-1988) were American and 
Venezuelan ornithologists, respectively. 

22 Estela Garcia was Henri Pittier's secretary. 

23 Brumvia was the gardener of El Prado Hotel (Barranquilla). Information about the professional affiliation of 
Brumvia found in the labels of photos 01998 and 07839. 

24 Mr. Luis Vaamonde Santana was a businessman and one of the founders of the Caracas Golf Club in 1918. 

25 Ludwig Schnee (1908-1975) was a German botanist who came to Venezuela in 1938; he initially worked at 
the Instituto de Geologia(Caracas). Later he joined the Servicio Botanico.
